PHOSPHATE TESTED 


A summary of 52 fertilizer tests 
made by Trigg county farmers last 
year shows that the application of 
limestone brought an increase of 
more than two bushels of wheat to 
the acre, the use of triple superphos¬ 
phate increased production four 
bushels and the use of both limestone 
and superphosphate added eight bu¬ 
shels to yields. 

The average yield of wheat on un¬ 
treated land was a little less than 
seven bushels to the acre. When lime¬ 
stone alone was used the yield was 
nine bushels, and where phosphate 
only was applied, nearly 11 bushels 
to the acre. Limestone and phosphate 
produced yields under 15 bushels. 

The tests were made with triple 
superphosphate furnished by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, and sup¬ 
ervised by Kenneth A. Brabant, as¬ 
sistant county farm agent.

country as a whole. Its equally im¬ 
portant purpose was to give jobs to 
approximately 300.000 men in vigor¬ 
ous, healthful, outdoor activity. The 
program was extended by Act of 
Congress in 1935 for a period of two 
years and again for three years be¬ 
ginning July 1, 1937. The strength of 
the Corps under the present law may 
not exceed 300.000 enrollees, includ¬ 
ing both juniors and veterans. The 
United States Department of Labor 
has general responsibility for the se¬ 
lection of junior enrollees. 

YOUNG MEN ARE ELIGBILE— 
If they are United States citizens, 
between the ages of 17 and 23, (a 
man is eligible until he reaches hi§ 
24th birthday), unmarried, “unem¬ 
ployed and in need of employment.” 
Enrollees with dependents are re¬ 
quired to make allotments to such 
dependents. Enrollees without depen¬ 
dents must make deposits of pay with 
the Chief of Finance, War Depart¬ 
ment, to be repaid to them upon 
completion of their term of enroll¬ 
ment. Selections under the direction 
of agencies designated by the Depart¬ 
ment of Labor are made from the 
most qualified applicants without 
any discrimination on account of race 
creed, or color. Quarterly enrollments 
(January, April, July, October) are 
made in such numbers as are needed 
to fill camp vacancies.

USE OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

The Board of Education realizing 
it is the custodian only and not own¬ 
er of the school property believes it 
necessary to establish firmly the 
principle that the use of the school 
house should be for community bene¬ 
fit, and the legal right of the people 
to use school buildings as a place of 
social entertainment is recognized 
with all having equal rights and pri¬ 
vileges. There shall be no use that 
can be considered as personal, pri¬ 
vate, secret, exclusive or for com¬ 
mercial gain. 

When a high school building is used 
•by an organization or individual (ex¬ 
cept for religious activities which 
shall be passed on by the board) for 
an entertainment and an admission 
fee is charged or collection taken 
the Board of Education shall receive 
twenty-five percent of gross receipts 
for the benefit of that school, said 
fee to be not less than ten dollars. | 
Parent-Teacher meetings, school ac- ( 
activity programs and social center 
meetings shall be held free of cost 
to the organization. 

Dancing and all games of chance 
in any school in the county under 
supervision of this board are posi¬ 
tively prohibited.—Trimble County 
Board of Education.
